Seize Capital 
For One Night

LONDON, Dec. 4.-(BUP)—~A 
dispatch from Jerusalem to the 
Daily Herald today said Alban- 
ian circles there had revealed 
the partisan seizure of Tirana for 
a night. Six hundred Albanians 
forced barbed wire and electri- 
fied barriers around the city, it 
was said, and penetrated to the 
center of the capital after divid- 
ing into groups and killing all 
Italian sentries.

Stores in the city will not be open eve- 
nings to Christmas shop- 
pers, as they have been in other years. 
The street cars are crowded, and other 
means of transportation are restricted. 
Priorities have narrowed the range of 
goods which can be offered for sale. War's 
demands have taken from store staffs 
many experienced clerks, of both sexes. 

For all these reasons it is advisable to 
get the Christmas shopping done as early 
as possible.

For a New World Order 

By an exchange of notes at Washing- 
ton, Canada and the United States have 
pledged themselves to a new post-war or- 
der in international dealings, and invite all 
other nations to join them in giving new 
objectives to national policies. 

The specific purpose is to expand pro- 
duction, employment, exchange, and con- 
sumption. To these ends it is proposed to 
reduce tariffs and other trade barriers, 
and to eliminate discriminatory treatment 
by one nation against another. 

This is an attempt to translate into 
peacetime practice the principles embodied 
in the Atlantic Charter, the Hyde Park 
avreement for the exchange of war mat- 
evials, and the Ogdensburg agreement on 
defence. In each of these, purely national 
interests are subordinated to the common 
good, and the same idea runs through the 
notes exchanged at Washington. 

If we are to carry over into peacetime 
any useful lesson learned in the stress of 
war necessity, it surely is that friendly co- 
operation rather than selfish competition 
should govern the policies of countries to- 
ward each other. Had the Allies not “pool- 
ed” their war efforts to supply the needs 
of all of them, who can be confident that 
they could have saved themselves from 
destruction? 

When the Axis is beaten we shall have 
to face again the older enemy of human 
want, an enemy that every country fought 
lone-Handed in the last decade and found 
it could not conquer. To fight again by 
the same method would invite the same re- 
sult—and widespread distress is a potent 
factor in provoking war. The agreement 
reached at Washington is that the nations 
should abandon the go-it-alone method of 
fighting economic adversity, and try the 
mutual-help policy they have found to be 
indispensable in wartime.

It is a girl instead of boy and they 
are bitterly disappointed. Hence 
there are wails and lamentations 


instead of fireworks and wassail 


Of course, they will get over 
their chagrin in a day or two 
and think their little daughter 
the sweetest and dearest thing in 
the world, but the incident calls 
attention anew to the strange 
and incomprehensible fact that 
the girl baby generally gets @ 
cold welcome from her parents, 
whereas the boy baby is received 
with shouts of joy. 

Furthermore, this opinion is 
shared by the general public. 
Warm and hearty are the con- 
gratulations that are poured 
upon the father and mother of a

It might result from discom- 
fort of any sort: from indigestion 
or the approach of a cold or other 
illness, or just from having too 
lengthy an afternoon nap. 

For some reason not discernible 
at the moment, the child doesn’t 
want to sleep. And the mother is 
determined that he shall sleep be- 
cause it is time for sleep. Her 
whoie attitude, with set chin and 
no small talk, is that he is going 
to sleep or else 

If she fails—and presumably she 
will—then despair overcomes her 
“He just won't go to sleep,’ she 
informs the world and the small 
non-sieeper, “and | don't know how 
to make him,”

only put him in the mood for sleep 
by long rambling repetitious 
stories, or a warm bath, or a hot 
milk drink, plus attention to the 
hours he has slep! in daytime, so 
tha sleep is attractive and com- 
pelling in itself.
